Qualities, of any that are to be found 3 
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Practice —— the Sons of Men. The One, 


a moft notorious and abominable Sin, in 
common Ufe, and of antient Cuſtom, amongſt 


them: The Other, the moſt tranſcendent and 
beneficial of all human Virtues ; tho 


feaed, and almoft wholly laid aſide, even by 


their ſtricteſt Pretenders to Piety and Religion. 
The general Vice that the Prophet is here 


reprehending them for, was their formal and 
deteſtable Hypocrifie towards Gon: and be- 


cauſe they did not think, that ſo provoking 
and ſcandalous a Wickednefs was Crime fuf- 
ficient of it ſelf; but ftill they grew the more 


‘arrogant and 7 er upon this their 


counterfeit Zeal and pretended Righteoufnefs. 


Thus drawing down the Vengeance and juft 


Indignation of Heaven upon the Land, by

But, on the other Side, ‘he 3 8

nefit of their own Souls. Becauſe Charity is 
a Sacrifice the moſt grateful and acceptable 


to G op; and the beft Atonement that they

ered Character of a moft celebrated Prophet. 
And firſt we may obferve, that ab, in 
repreſenting Charity as the moſt excellent of 
all Virtues, as the moft acceptable to G op, 
and beneficial to our Neighbour; that he 
may the more effectually raife fo tender and 
generous a Warmth in us; he does not apply 
to our inferiour Paſſions and Affections, nor 
does he endeavour to move the Parts that are 
Mortal of ‘us; as knowing the Heart of Man 
to be too wicked and obdurate to conceive 
it, and his Bofom too unclean and impure to 
bring forth fo tranfcendent dnd divine a 
Grace: But he addreſſes himſelf directly to 
his immortal Soul, as to a Spirit nearer ally d 
to ſo ſublime and exalted a Virtue.

form this Duty, as we Chriftians, under the 
Oeconomy of the Goſpel, are ‘obliged to the 
utmoſt of our “Abilities: to dif 
charge it, 

the Law, does not come up to the Character 
of Holine/e under the Goſpel. Becauſe the 
tormer was founded ‘chiefly upon Rewards of 
temporal Happinefs, and had rarely any Views 
beyond the Bleſſings and Enjoyments of this 
fent Life. The Promiſe of the Covenant 


being — That.tbow mayft live in the Land 


pollefs it, and that it may be well with thee 
all thy Days, and with thy Children after tber. 


But the latter is built upon Hopes full of 


Immortality and Glory; and regards this 


World only as the neceſfary Paffage to pre- 
Wann a far better Life to come. 


Thus the eme generally entertain d but 
eme Notions, and had only imperfect Views 


of a Future State; for tho’ the Prophet Pa- 
niel had cleared up this Point in his xiitd 
Chapter, and 2 4 Verſe, ‘when he fays — Many 


& that fleepin the Duft the Earth 
ſball awake, fometo everlafting Life; and fome 


to Shame and everlafting Contempt’: Vet for 


all this plain Text, we find the Sadducees,-one 
of the moſt prevailing Sects amongſt them, 
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openly deny the Refurreétion of the Dead, 
the Being of Angels, and the Exiſtences f 


Spirits, or the Souls of Men departed, which 


as it ftood under the Difpenfation of the old 


they affirmed to be as mortal as their Bo- 
dies, and to perifh with them. And their 


Law confifting chiefly of Types, and Shadows 


of the good Things not yet reveal d; there - 
fore they wanted many of thoſe noble Motives 


and Inducéments that we have in the Goſpel, 


to lay up in Store by their good Works for 
another World; or to make Proviſion by their 
Charity to the Poor, in everlaſting Habita- 
tions: Which occaſion d St. Paul to tell them, 
that Life and were to 


by t be Gofpel, 


Hence therefore we: muſt Charity, 


Law, as an eminent Virtue; proceeding from 
thofe two generous Motives of Love and Pity; ; 


and as it naturally flow'd from a tender and 
compaſſionate Concern produced in them by 
a fellow-feeling of the Miſery and Wants that 
the unhappy ſuffer d. And then their Cha- 


rity will appear in this View, to be only an 


innate and voluntary Emotion of the Will.; 
not to be extorted by Force or Violence, nor 
by any to be 
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E = Excellent Kind id of Charly 


VBecauſe Love is naturally a lawleſs — 
arbitrary Paſſion of the Soul, moving only by 


ſeeret and uncontrolable Springs within us; 
and Pity is a ſoft interceding Quality of the 
Mind, that inſenſibly diſpoſes and works us 


up to benevolent Acts of Mercy and Good- 


neſs. By Affection and Inclination they freely 
and readily exert themſelves to ſuch Objects 
as are ſuitable and properly adapted to them: 
But Violence deſtroys the very Nature and 
Being of Love; and to compel. Pity, or en- 
deavour, to raife Compaſſion by Force in us, 

is certainly an Attempt as unnatural in the 
— of it, as it is ee to be reduced 
into Practice. * 

And from hence the Esealleocy and Per- 
fection of the Chriftian Religion will evidently 
appear, ſince that alone was capable of infu- 
fing this generous Paſſion of univerfal Love 
into our Hearts, by the ſtrong Obligations of 
a neceflary, and effential Duty, and of imita- 


0 ting our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour, who went 


about doing good; and to enforce Pity and 
Compaſſion in our Breafts, as Difpofitions ab- 


ſolutely requiſite to qualiſie us for true and 


real Members of his Church. 


For this was a Deſign that no earthly 
power could effect; nor any humane Laws or 


Ordinances could ever bring to paſs, before 


~~ our. 
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our Saviour came the World, i in 


the Fulnefs of Time, to accomplifh’ it. The 
Philofophers indeed, ‘and the Sages of Old, by 


their Writings and Moral Precepts, had ‘long 


labour d to eftablifh it, but fill attempted it 


in vain: Nor could any Artifice or Contti- 
vance, formed by the Wit of Man, ever fully 
compleat fo great and glorious a Scheme, 
for the general Good and Benefit of Mankind, 
until the Goſpel of our Bleſſed Lord made 
univerfal Love a fundaméntal Rule of our 
Practice; and conſtituted Charity as the moſt 
firm, ſolid, and lafting Bafis, to fupport and 
propagate the Chriſtian Religion — over 
the Face of the whole Eartm. 
And it was this univerſal Charity, this un- 


bounded Love, and compaſſionate Diſpoſition, 


fo eminently conſpicuous amongft the Faithful, 


that in the early Ages of the Church proved 
almoſt as effectual and perfuafive in gaining 
Proſelytes, and in bringing over Converts to 
Chriftianity, as even the Preaching of the 


holy Apoſtles themſelves; or thoſe wonderful 


Miracles that they Wrought, | to ue = 


confirm it amongit us. 
Thus Love and Charity, as they ure he 


and diſtinguiſhing Characters of the 


Chriſtian Religion, fo are they our beſt Claim, 


7 under the Merits of our Bleſſed Saviour, to 


the 
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~ the moft Kind of Charity. 1 


the Kingdom of Heaven. For they are the 
very Image and Similitude of the Almighty 
in us; and are that Perfection in our Nature, 
whereby we neareſt approach to, and refemble 
him. For when at the Creation he had 
breathed the Soul of Man i in his own Likenefs — 
into his Noſtrils; during his happy State of 
Innocency, it retain' d its divine Original, and 
continued fair, guiltleſs, and untarniſhed. 
But Sin ſoon defaced, ſully d, and impair d 
its native Beauties, corrupted and depraved 
all the generous Qualities and nobler Facul- 
ties of his Mind; therefore our Bleſſed Re- 
deemer came in the Fleſh, by the Holinefs of 
his Life, and the Purity of his Doctrine, to 
raiſe up again our fallen State, and to reſtore 
them in us to their genuine Purity and Luſtre. 
Now that fo great and glorious a Work as 
this could be accompliſh d by no other Means 
but by CBR IST, the Wiſdom of Gop,, and 
the Power of Gop, I will make yet nor 
fully to appear to you. 
For if we conſider the Nature and End of 
human Laws in general, and the original De- 
ſign of them, we ſhall then find, that they 
were principally inſtituted to reftrain the 
Wicked, and were chiefly form’d in Terror to 
the evil Doers; and confequently contrived 
rather to fecure us in the qu iet Poſſeſſion of 
our 
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our Rights and Properties, than to make Pro- 
viſion for the Poor, or to alleviate the Mi- 


ſeries and Misfortunes of Mankind. Hence 


it is, that we may obſerve in every Country, 


that there is more Care taken in the com- 
piling ‘of their Laws, to guard againſt the 
Corruptions of human Nature, and the De- 
pravity of Mens Minds, than to encourage 
1 to reward Virtue, to ſupport the Poor, 


or to promote — 
amongtt them. — 


Nay, even Divine 1 was 
a m8 to Mofes, as a Mediator of the Cove- 


‘nant betwixt Gon and his People, and written 
by the Finger of the Almighty upon two Ta- 


bles of Stone; it was founded upon this 
general Plan, and confifts chiefly of Negative 
‘Precepts, and Reſtrictive Commands: Such 
as Thon foalt not ſteal, Thou fhalt do no 
Murder, Thou ball not commit Adultery, Thou 


not covet thy ‘Neighbour's Goods. Here 


indeed our general Peace and Security are con- 
ſulted, and our Lives and Properties are le- 
gally preſerved: But in the whole Decalogue 


there are no Injunctions laid down for Acts of 
Beneficence and Kindnefs ! no pofitive Obli- 


gations to Love and Charity, to promote the 
publick Good, or to relieve the Wants and Mi- 


Series of thoſe in Diftrefs and under Afflictions ! 
But 
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But à Deſign fo: great and glorious as this, 
33 rather to have been reſerved for the 
Goſpel of our Lord Jesus TJ as for 
a Law more perfect and conſummate than ever 
was reveal'd before; and that was to yemein 
in Force as long as the World endurés:-\ 
Becauſe it proceeds on Maxims’ more 
generous. and ſublime, than humane Poliey 
could ever come up to; or than Science and 
Philofophy, with all their boaſted Arts and 
Speculations; could comprehend. For the Go- 
ſpel being founded upon Principles of univerſal 
Love, and a Charity as extenfive as the 
whole Race of Mankind; it inſtructs us, by 
nobleſt

ral Proviſion we make, to ſutisſie the afflicted 
Soul, is laying up in Store Funds of never.
